PERTH, Austrtlia^Oct. 3 (/P^ritaln exploded her first 
atomic weapon successfully today at thQ^eBerted-Monto 
Bello islands off northwest Australia. A London newspaper 
said it gives Primo_Ministcr_Churchi]Lthe_i'trump" he needs 
to reopen exchange of atom secrets with tho United States. 

The "setting Bun" flash and boiling atomic cloud, Been 65 
and more miles away on tho mainland.

Dispatches received hero at the 
state capltol of western Australia 
said the British weapon went oft at 
8 a.m.

Reporters who saw the blast tram 
a 3 ,000- foot lookout on the mainland, 
OS miles from the center of the re- 
stricted test area, said the Initial 
orange-red flash waa far less In- 
tense than had been expected. 

There was speculation that this 
was because British scienslsls had 
devised a new detonating trigger 
noj. requiring as much Ilsslonaulo 
material . ■ 

The observers" heard two - distinct 
explosions — one presumably tho 
priming charge and the second the 
main blast.
